At the time of the Mexican War 
in 1847, a pack was manufactured 
which showed General Zachary Tay- 
lor galloping through smoke and 
shell at the Battle of Buena Vista, 
Mexico. 

Special Civil War decks were is-! 
sued by both sides. One deck used 
by Union forces had for its red suit 
signs American flags and stars and 
for the blue suit signs shields and 
American eagles. The kings were in- 
fantry officers in full dress, the 
queens goddesses of liberty, and the 
jacks artillery commissioned officers 
in fatigue uniform, 

The Confederacy had a deck which 
retained the conventional suit signs 
but depicted a whole galaxy of Con- 
federate generals and statesmen in- 
cluding President Jefferson Davis. 
This deck, incidentally, is famous 
because it was manufactured in New 
York City in 1863 and apparently 
smuggled into the South. 

It is interesting to note the short- 
lived popularity of these war decks. 
Once peace is restored, card players, 
quickly demand a return of the tra-} 
ditional Kings, Queens and Jacks to ' 
their positions in the pasteboard pal- 
ace, and war decks become mere
